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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to applicant's response filed on Feb. 06, 
2007. Claims 1-32 are pending in the present application. 

2. EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

Applicant has agreed to the following amendment during his 
telephonic interview with the Examiner held on April 23, 2007: 

(i) Claim 21, line # 3, after "end" - , one of the first and second 
walls being a top wall, the other of the first and second walls being a 
bottom wall -has been inserted. 

(ii) Claim 21 , line # 12, after "housing"- , the cable management 
structure being provided to manage lateral side cables routed to the 
telecommunications connectors-has been inserted. 

The Interview summary is enclosed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a telecommunications device for splitting 
telecommunications signals. Claim 21 identifies the uniquely distinct 
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feature of the telecommunications device, comprising: a circuit board 
positioned at the back end of the housing, the circuit board including a 
major front face that faces toward the front end of the housing, the circuit 
board also including a first portion that extends generally perpendicularly 
beyond the first wall of the housing: telecommunications connectors 
mechanically coupled to the major front face of the circuit board at the first 
portion of the circuit board: and cable management structure located at an 
outer surface of the first wall of the housing, the cable management 
structure being provided to manage lateral side cables routed to the 
telecommunications connectors . As such, claim 21 requires extending a 
portion of the circuit board itself generally perpendicularly beyond the top 
wall of the housing to permit the cables to be laterally routed through the 
open side above the top wall to enhance cable management. In this 
context, the Applicant's arguments are persuasive. While the closest prior 
art, Vercruyssen et al [US 20060079125 A1], Sinclair, III et al [US 
6,438,226 B1], Guenther et al [US 6,438,226 B1], and Ingalsbe [US 
4,968,260] each teach a splitter assembly for telecommunications, 
Vercruyssen et al using DSX asseblies and multiplexers, Sinclair, III et al 
using a high density digital subscriber line splitter, Guenther et al using a 
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main distribution frame, and Ingalsbe extending the contact blades of a 
BIX block adapter, not the circuit board; none of them teach or suggest 
requiring extending a portion of the circuit board itself generally 
perpendicularly beyond the top wall of the housing to permit the cables to 
be laterally routed through the open side above the top wall to enhance 
cable management. As such, the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitation 
obvious. Therefore, claim 21 is indicated allowable. 

Claims 1,12 and 29 are essentially simialr to claim 21 and are 
indicated allowable.
